COAL NOW OR COLD NEXT 
WINTER. 

No more important convention—potentially, at 
least Was ever held in Chicago than that of the 
International Railway Fuel asseciation, now in 
session. ~ N 

It is discussing the mining, the hauling, the dis- 
tribution, and the conservation of coal. It is held 
under the joint auspices of the United States rail- 
road and fuel administratiofis. 

On the surface it seems to offer no matter of 

. thrilling popular interest. Actually there is no 
subject of more immediate, vital, and personal im- 
portance to every American citizen. 

Last winter the whole country, Chieago with the 
rest, got a taste of what a fuel famine means. It 
1 doubtful if the average citizen realizes by what 
narrow margin an actual and dreadful calamity was 
there were times last winter when there was 
not four hours’ fuel in this city between freezing 
people to death and keeping them warm.” 

The speaker is R. H. Aishton, regional director 

for the United States raflroad administration and

former president of the Chicago and Northwestern | 


company. Mr. Aishton is not an alarmist As 
director of all the great coal shipping railroads of 
the middle west he is in @ position to know the 
facts. , | 

Unless the coal operators and miners, the ra. 
roads, the dealers, and the consumers codperate 
fully, unless every possible agency concerned with 
coal exerts itself to the utmost during the next five 
months, the partial fuel famine of last winter will 
become acute and devastating next winter. 
“Unless every effort is made,” says Mr. Aishton, 
“the situation is going to be much worse next 
winter than it was last winter, worse than 
thing ever known in the United States.” . 

All the authorities agree in sounding this note of 


Warning. Unless obal bins are filled now, unless 
“vast supplies of coal are stored this summer, 


1 


nothing can be more certain than that industry 
will be idle next winter and that people will freeze. 
If the coal miners worked full time during the 
hext six months there would be no trouble. There 
is coal enough in the ground to supply a hundred 
times all possible demands. The trouble is that 
miners have not worked more than threefourths 
of the time in any single wesk since the first of the 
year. At any rate the production of coal has 
Varied from only 62 per cent to barely 78 per cent 
ot full time capacity. In other words, the coal mines 
of the country ‘have not worked more than four and 
one-half days in any week since Jan. 1 
That is not the fault of the miners. Coal cannot 
be practically dug unless there are empty coal cars 


ready to recetye it as it comes from the breaker. 


[And the coal mines have been “shut down for 
from oneninth to onefourth’ of the time each 
week because the United States railroad admin- 
fistration has failed to furnish these empty cars. 
It the railroad administration will furnish a 
larger supply of empty coal cars to the mines it 
‘will do more than any other possible agency to 
avert a fuel famine next winter. 

When coal cafs are missing the mines are shut 
down, the miners are laid off. To miss one or two 
days’ pay per week is 4 serious matter to almost 
all the 700,000 coal miners: Many of them seek 


regular employment—which is plentiful—in other 


industries. That has resulted in a labor shortace, 
which in one district has resulted in cutting down 
coal production by 26 per cent. . 
An the coal available for us next winter in 
er a gae a small allotment of anthracite— 
comes from the IHinols and Indiana fields. And in 
‘these particular fields the production is even emall- 
er than in the country as a whole. In other words, 
the fuel situation is worse locally than almost 
‘anywhere else. ta 7 

There is just one thing that the tndividual con- 
Sumer can do to improve it. He should instantly 
Vorder all the coal that he expects to need next 
| winter. He should ask that it be delivered at once. 
| He shduld accept coal from central and northern 
| Tilinois aud he should pay the price demanded. It 
Fampure coal is delivered, if an excess price is ex- 
| acted, he will be protected by the state fuel a4 
“ministration from loss. 1 * 

The first necessity is for instant action.

our national financial policy. The public does not 
know to what extent additional revenue is needed 
at the present time, but it does know that the adop- 
tion of a national budget is vitally necessary. 

The government now operates under @ com pli- 
cated systern which by its very nature tends to pro- 
mote waste and extravagance. Ordinary dis- 
bursements of the United States—that is, expendi- 
tures for routine functions of the government— 
jumped from $781,400,000 in 1916 to $1,147,900,000 
in 1917, and the latter figure does not, of course, 
include emergency war appropriations. — 

In our state of Illincis we introduced a budget 
system, and we found it was of material advantage 
in reducing disbursements. There is no reason to 
believe that the same result could not be accom- 
plished in the national government. 

A national budget would likewise be of great ad- 
Vantage in administering the huge sums that are 
being voted for war purposes. “Within the last 
twelve months,“ said Senator Overman the other 
day, we have appropriated 628,000, 000, 00 without 
a financial policy. Estimates for departmental ex- 
penditures have literally poured into congtess day 
by day without any centralized serutiny, revision, 
or control. . There has been no readjust- 
ment of our methods of finance since we entered 
the war.” f 

The budget system proposed by Representative 
Medill McCormick would provide just that central- 
ed scrutiny, revision, and control which are now 
lacking. Every important government in the world 
with the exception of the United States has adopted 
such a system, Is there any reason why we should 
lag behind? Are we so wealthy we can afford to 
throw our dollars away? 


EDUCATION IN GIVING. 
Before the war the number of people who gave 
money -with any regularity to any charitable or 
philanthropic purpose was shamefully small. 
The United Charities of Chicago, for instance, 
was supported by a tiny group of people who gave 
every year, and accessions to their ranks were un- 
believably small. Speaking broadly, every organ 
ized charity had the same experience. Nor were 
the regular “givers” by any means all people of 
wealth. More than the proper percentage of them 
were men and women of moderate and even small 
aoe . 
Watohing anxiously for any good which may 
come out of the insensate horror of war, one notes 
that the number of people who give and give gen- 
erously out of their abundance or their poverty 
has vastly increased within the last year. The war 
has apparently opened men’s hearts and their pock- 
etbooks, as well. “ay 
This week the Red Cross is asking for $100,000,000 
to be spent for the comfort and relief of our sol- 
diers and our allles. One does not—dare not 
dream that the great sum will not be forthcoming. 
There will follow in the months ahead other great 
demands. The T. M. C. A., whose splendid work 
for our armies makes its own irresistible appeal, 
will call for and will collect the millions it needs. 
The \Knights of Columbus, the Salvation army 
will find the people of thé United States ready and 
willing to support them. Perfiaps the home char- 
ities, lacking the dramatic appeal of war, do not 
find quite stich a ready response. Yet they also 
are able to appeal to and reach thousands of people 
who before the war were deaf to their needs. | 
The people of the United States are getting a 
liberal education in the fine art of giving. It is an

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MANUAL LABOR FOR WOMEN 
ITAL statistic always show that 
females under 60 years of age have 
lower death rates than males. 
Female babies get a hold on life 
Quicker than males. Having caught on 
they hold tighter. All through child- 
hood girls are healthier than boys. Then 
comes maturity and with it a change. In 
early youth, speaking generally, boys and 
<iris are about the same. Their customs 
wd habits are not so far apart, Then 
comes adolescence and the parting of the 
ways. From then on the. habits of the 
sexes differ widely. The question 18, 
have they not differed too much for the 
good of women and that of the race? 
Vital statistics show that the death rate 
of women 15 to 60 is lower than that of 
men, but statistios of sickness show that 
women are less healthy than men. Fe- 
male employés stay away from ‘work 
more than male employés. Wives stay in 
bed more days than husbands. All in all, 
they do not show up well. I think most 
every one will agree with Dr. Kristine 
Mann that the standards of health of 
women are low. 
" — ‘ 
Comparative physical examinations of 
men and women show that woman is 
rather a poor animal. And yet, Dr. 
Mosher (and others who have done about 
the same work) says that there is no rea- 
son for this that is peculiar to sex. In 
other words, the average woman could 
be just as well developed physically as 
the average man if she worked as hard 
or took as much exercise. 
In fact, Dr. Mosher found that certain 


muscles, notably the great muscles which 


cap the shoulder joint, were better de- 
veloped in women than in men and that 
pretty much any group of muscles could 
be increased in size by work undertaken 
by woman to a degree surpassing the de- 
velopment by the opposite sex.

I feel reasonably safe in saying that Dr. 
Mosher’s statements would apply also to 
the minor fills of women. Most men- 
strual troubles can be conquered. A day 
or two a woman whose experiences 
in control her menstrual troubles we 
published a year or more went to 
France. She sald that she could never 
have obtained this opportunity had she 
not made the fight she did to hold her 
position as a secretary when it Was 
threatened by repeated monthly !!inesses.

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| BANKS 10 FINANCE TAX PAYMENTS

Figures issued recently by the treas. 
ury department indicate the payers of 
Income and excess profits taxes will 
have to obtain new credit for approx!i. 
mately $2,225,000,000 in order to meet 
their obligations due the government 
on June 15 next. This may be set 
forth as follows: |

The foregoing is the government es- 
timate of income and excess profits 
taxes alone. In addition, there are 
customs and miscellaneous taxes 
amounting to $450,000,000, making the 
total now credit involved over $3,113,- 
000,000. 

The treasury department has put out 
a series of treasury -certificates dated 
May 15, and due June 25, which may 
be used for tax payments, but this 
comes so late that it will probably 
make little material difference in the 
cash payments to be raised on June 15.

I would syggest 
that ev oné interested in this sub- 
ject should send for this bulletin now.’
